work ing agreements. Thousands of miners in Penn­ 
sylvania who thought the strik e had started, stayed

Tempers in the bituminous coul industry are

to solve mining problems with a new law wait for a 
climax. 
There seems slight possibility of escaping 
from the mlxup without damage. 
If litigation to test the constitutionality of the 
Guffey coal act is premature, action to realize the 
theoretical benefits of the act must be premature, also 
Organized mine labor, with the approval of an up- 
parent majority of coal operators, forced the Guffey 
act through the last session of congress to improve 
the condition of miners by means of enabling oper­ 
ators to regulate the coal industry. Mine labor, be­ 
cause lls wage agreement with operators happens to 
have expired pending passage of the Guffey act, is 
now ask ing for a new agreement which would reflect 
the mining conditions it hopes to bring about under 
an acl which hasn't b» « en administered yet.

SO THEY WALKED OUT 
Many an otherwise questionable Institution has been 
preserved for less cause than can be given for main­ 
taining the League of Nations, despite Its failure to 
come up to expectations. Consider the exit of the 
Polish delegation 
Monday 
when 
Maxim 
Lltvinofi 
arose to give Russia’s reply to criticism by Joseph 
Beck , foreign minister of Poland. 
Tim League of Nations has provided governments 
a plue<‘ to show the depth and width of their resent­ 
ment of criticism by other governments. The method 
is the epitome of simplicity. Delegates need only to 
get up and walk out in the midst of a speech, and the 
whole world holds Its breath. 
Several years ago, Japan .signified its independence 
by walk ing out on a speech condemning its Man­ 
churian adventure, A few days ago, Italy showed it 
scorn of Ethiopia by refusing to stay in the same a t­ 
mosphere with Ethiopian delegates. Now it is Poland 
which demonstrates a fine and bitter scorn by refus­ 
ing to sit and ILsten to Russia. 
In the old days, it was quit« ' a task to convey to 
another government in whut low esteem it was held 
The usual method was to writ« - a nasty note, which 
could always be warped to mean almost anything, of 
course 
An extreme method was to shoot down a few 
soldiers, but that was a last resort. The League of 
Nations, a modern improvement, enables a govern- j 
ment to deliver a really cruel insult with no
